Williamson's Alibi Strongly
Attacked.

Miiey tVltnassns Examined by tho Coroner,
lint tbo Investigation not Couipiotcd--
Tbo Ineuo.st to bo Keiumod ut This
A ftnriioon.Habeas Corpus Proceed¬
ing* Itcfore Jodge Robertson.Tho
PrisonersStill In .Fail -The Citizonsand
Keul Eutiilo Exchange Take Action.

The coroner's intpuest into tho killing
of Mr. Thomas 0. Massio was in session
yesterday and will bo continued to-day.
The proceedings were varied by tho in¬
terjection of a writ of habeas corpus
made by .Judge Robertson for tho two
negroes, Redd and Williamson, who
had boon arrested on suspicion. Under
thiB they were releasod and immedi¬
ately roarrostod on a warrant "on in¬
formation" charging them with murder.
Tho hearing for bail was then begun,
but was continued to Monday. Roth
prisoners presented alibi testimony
which has boon weakened at two im¬
portant points.
The citizens mass meeting and that

of tbo Real Estate 10 xchange for¬
warded materially the raising funds to
secure tho apprehension and conviction
of the murderers, and to otherwise aid
to that end.
Tbo funeral of tho murdered gentle¬

man will take placo at St. John's Epis¬
copal Church this afternoon at 2:30.

AT THE 1NOUICST.

The Coronov'n .lury I'roccoilo to I'lnd tho
facts oftlm .Murder.

The nefarious killing of Thomas G.
Massie engrossed tho attention and
interest of all Roanoke yesterday. Tho
coroner's j'.iry was early secured, and it
will bo soon at a glance that a bettor or
more representative jury could not bavo
been obtained. From early morning
groups of business men stood about dis¬
cussing tho situation, and many and
loud wcro too denunciations of tho
perpetrators of tho dastardly outrage.
Indeed, there was not wanting senti¬
ment in favor of a summary doaling out
of justice at the hands of the people a'i
soon as guilt could be properly tixud.
Nor did this procood from tho hot¬
headed youth or tho intemperate ones.
Staid men of family seriously discussed
tho advisability of invoking lynch law,
as this was the fourth unpunished mur¬
der, and tho malefactors in throo in¬
stances had gone unhanged.

Pefore tho jury of inquisition con¬
vened tho accused had concluded that
their interests were unsafe in tho hands
of one of their own rao9, and called into
requisition tho services of Kston Ran¬
dolph, Esq., to replace those of T. T.
Henry, who conducted their case at tho
preliminary hearing of Tuesday last.
Mr. Randolph, however, mado it an ex¬
press condition of his taking hold of tho
oaso that ho would drop tho defense at
onco should testimony bu adduced tend¬
ing to prove1, to his mind tho guilt of the
accused.
At 11 o'clock a meeting e>f citizens

was in session, having for its purpose
tho raising of a fund to expend in fur¬
thering tho ends of justice. This meet¬
ing bad received a splendid impetus
through tho exertions of Mr. James E.
Piigh, of the Herald, who bad inter¬
ested himself in starting a subscription
fund, whichnow amounts toJSl,235. To
this may bo added tho 8500 pledged
from the Council, and a similar sum
from the Real Estate Exchange.
Tho excitement on the. streets was at

its height when tho coroner's jury pro-
eeeeled to the house of tho foully mur¬
dered gentleman to fulfill the conditions
of tho law by viewing tho remains.
The. mayor's office was thronged with
soliel citizens, the names of tbo jurors
forming and index of tho characters of
the attendants. The jury was composed
.as follows: Thomas W. Miller. Esq.,
foreman; H. S. Trout, T. T. Eishburno,
E. 11. Stewart, Major A. S. Fitzer and
C. E. Watson.
Upon leaving tbo late residence, of

tho deceased the jury repaired to the
mayor's oflice, where they wert into an
ante-room to hold a private consultation.
When they emerged from tho room
Foreman Miller announced that inas¬
much as the case was onoof the gravest
importance the jury bad arrived at tho
conclusion that it was inexpedient to
bold a public hearing, and requested
ovcryono nut connected with the case to
retire!.
Mr. Randolph vigorously objected to

being shut out from a hearing fraughtwith so much of interest to his clients,
lie claimed that tbo proceeding, if not
illegal, was at least irregular, and he-
protested against what ho termed a
star-chamber method.
Commonwealth's-Attorney Reiy R.

Smith supplemented Mr. Randolph's
protect with the statement that ho ilid
not object to the hitter's presence, and
bought that if he! (Smith) were allowed
to remain as the representative e>f the
State Mr. Randolph Bhould have an
i quäl privilege in behalf of his clients.

J. \j. Rodler, of Tub Timjcs, also made
a vigorous protest against the exclusionof tho press. He called attention to the
fact that the wider the publicity giventho procoi dings tho more justice was
enabled to act intelligently, and in¬
stanced several cases whtro tho guilty
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had boon apprehended and tho innocent
protected through tho efforts of tho
newspapers.
Mr. Thomas, ©f the Herald, also

entered a protest against exclusion, butMr. Millor was obdurate and insisted
upon tho room being cleared. At this
juncture Mr. Kodier announced that hehad some material facts to oiTor to tho
jury, as did Mr. Thomas, and itj was
linally decided to allow them to remain.
Tho room was then cleared, Mr. Ran¬dolph meanwhile vehemently protest¬ing.
A stenographer was then sent for and

tho examination praceeded with.
Dr. .lames L. Stone was tho first wit¬

ness. Ho testified that ho was called toH. Laccy Hogo's rcsldonce between 7and 8 o'clock on tho night of the 22d,by a messenger who announced that Mr.
Thoa. O. Massle had been assaulted and
badly beaten, and was then at Mr.Hogo's houso. Went there and found
Mr. Massio lying on a loungo sufferingIntensely from his wounds. Tho blow
over tho eyo had broken tho skull, but
thorn was no compression; tho ono upontho bade of the head was of lesser ex¬
tent, and if made by tho same instru¬
ment was tho result of a lighter blow.
Called upon Mr. Massio at his homo,whence he had boon removed, on Tues¬
day, when ho found his patient in a
high fover; called again Wednesdayforenoon, when this condition had in¬
creased. Dr. Stone minutely described
tho wound over the eyo; it was of an ir¬
regular triangle shape;in his opinion the
wound could havo been produced by anyblunt instrument or with a stone. De¬
ceased was in good general health, and
tho causo of duath originated with the
wound.

Dr. Ii. W. Fry was next called. lie
was calle d into the case at 2 o'clock on
tho 2.">th as consulting physician withDr. Qale. At that time Mr. Masaio was
a very sick man: his temporature, ac¬
cording to his associate's record of tho
night before, had been reduced some
three degrees, presumably as a result of
administering an unti-pyritic. There
was much swelling then above and tie-
low tho eye, but the wound itself was"less angry tban might havo been ex¬
pected. Considered the case at this
stage as vory serious, as tho patient
was evidently sulfei ing from inflamma¬tion of tho brain and membrane. Hotli
tho inner and outer wall of tho skull
had been fractured was his then diag¬nosis, which was borno out by tho re¬
sults of tho autopsy.

In response to a question by tho cor¬
oner us to tho cause of Mr. Massie's
death, Dr. Fry said: "Heath was caused,
in my opinion,by the inflammation of tho
brain and membranes, supervening upontho injury received."

Dr. Pry stated that deceased gave
every ovidonco of being in good health
outside of tlio injuries in question.Dr. Joseph A. Gale was sworn. Ho
Stated that bis services wero called into
requisition at about 0:30 p. m. on tho
84th, at which time Mr. Massie's condi¬
tion indicated high fever; recognizedtho witness when the latter announced
his presence in the side chamber. Thero
was considerable swelling about tho in¬
jured eye, and tho surrounding tissues
were greatly discolored. The patient
was sensible, but was disinclined to
conversation. Regarded him as a des¬
perately ill man, and requested that
Dr. (fry be called into consultation. Saw
Massio again at 'J o'clock Christmas
morning; his temperature had decreased
somewhat, as a result of anti-fobrlno
treatment, applied soothing methods,but tho patient's temperature never foil
below lOOJi degrees.

Dr. Gale then recounted his treatment
on Chiistmasday in connection with Dr.
Fry. and said that when ho called tho
next morning (the 20th), ho asuorraiucd
that Iiis patient had passed a most rest¬
less night, and saw that his condition
was decidedly worse; ho uhowed evi¬
dences of great prostration and sinking,
symptoms, which increased until 7:20 p.
in., at which time Mr. Massie passed
away. Ho then related tho results of
tho autopsy, as stated in yesterdaymorning's Timks.
When asked by Dr. Cray as to the

causo of death, Dr. Gale answered, in
slow and measured terms: "It is mypositivo opinion that Mr. Massie's
death was caused by an inflammatorycondition of the brain and its mem¬
branes, thö result of tho blow over his
right eye. which fractured his skull."
Being asked, in his opinien, what

instrument produced tho wounds, Dr.
Gale says they might have been pro¬duced by a slung-shot, brass knuckles,
hammer, stone, or by a variety of other
things.
Chief Morris was called upon to getfrom Iiis store of seized deadly weapons

some knuckles and slung-shots, und
they wero used to enlighten the jurors
as to their uses.

Messrs. Fishburno, Trout and Stewart
confessed that tho occasion was the first
time either had ever seen the instru¬
ments in question.

Dr. R. Gordon Simmons concurred in
tho te stimony of his colloaguos on the
occasion of the autopsy.
Thomas H. Massie, son of tho mur¬

dered man, was next called. On the
fatal evening ho went to his father's of¬
fice between .! and 5 o'clock. Ho saw
Redd and Williamson leaving; know of
bis father having business with them,
and asked if it were terminated. Ilia
fathor said: ' Yes, they came up bet¬
ter than I thought they would." Was
then writing a letter which ho asked
witness to mail.
Witness asked deceased to f*6 horn"

with him, but the latter said that he
had further writing to do. Mailed tho
letter and went to his boarding house,
where be was at supper, when he re¬
ceived word that bis lather had teen
hurt; went at once to Mr. Hogo's house,
whero his father was under Dr. .lories'
care, lie described tho wound, and
went on to state that his father said hO
had no idea who could have assaulted
him. His father said ho had beim fol¬
lowed by two men, who had been singing
or whistling on the way. When oppositeMr. OamblU's gato they came rapidly
m ar and ono of them Struck him. His
fat her said lie did not know who de¬
livered tho blow, or whether the party
was a white man or a negro; deoäasnd
said ho had no apprehension, as the
night was so bright. Tho next morn¬
ing ho repaired to tho SCOno of tho trag
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ody in hope of finding somo clow to tho
perpetrators. Could find none, nor hadho as yet found his fathor's cane, whichhe habitually carried.
At this point Mr. Trout, of the jury,near whoso residence tbo criir.o wasenacted, said that the morning after thoassault ho found a long, smooth st..m\oblong in shape, near tho scene, whichhad apparently been carried hither

after the snow storm It had no tracoof blood on it to bis his mind, but hoplaced it up against Mr. Uambill'sfoncofor future observation.
[During the n cess a reportor for TukTntks took a shovel and scraped awaytho snow a'ong the fence in question,but failed to find a stouo of any descrip¬tion.]
ii. Chipman (Mr. Massie's partnor in

tho real estate business), and S. N.Sholton, an employe in tho oQioo, re¬
lated tho incident of Redd's and Will-iamson'n lengthy stay in tbo oUios on
tho 22nd. printed heretofore, as also tho
story of Redd's appearanoo Friday after¬
noon iti the oftico and his conduct on
that occasion, as staged in yesterday'sTimes. Mr. Shclton also said that he
saw Williamson, ono of tho accused,alone, gazing Intently through tho win¬dow oilier after they hau concluded their
business with Mr. Massie.
[The substance of this testimony wasof public comment last night, and did

not proceed from tho reporter iu attend¬
ance..En. Times.]Tbo statement has no particular bear¬
ing upon tho case, except so far as it
directly controverts the statements ofboth Redd and Williamson on tho nightof their original arrest, made to a TIMES
reporter, that they remained togetheruntil after.') o'clock, when they parted
at Mulcare's hardware store.
At this point a recess was taken for

dinner, after which the statement of
Ernest 11. Eishburno, n lad of 16, who
said ho saw one map run away across
tho street toward somo unfinished
houses after the cry of murder was
raisei. bat could not tell whether bo
was white or hlaok.
The jury thon went to Mrs. B. LnoyDoge's residence, where they took Mrs.

Doge's statement, before mado publicin these columns, and from tbonco to
Mrs. Uright's, where tho testimony of
Maud Cooper, a negro nurse girl of 12,
was taken. She also said that sho saw
ono man run across tbo vacant lots to¬
ward Patterson aveuuo, but could tell
nothing about him as to color or siz".

After returning to tbo mayor's otllco
the jury adjourned until 3 p. m. this
afternoon.

A writ of iiA1»CAS corpus.

Lawyer ISston Randolph Sous for tb«t Ilo-
lease of tlio Prisoners.

The proceedings at tho inquest wero
onlivened and interrupted about 3:30
by tho appearanoo of Eston Randolph.
Esq.', with a statement that Judge Rob¬
ertson had issued a writ of hubeas
corpus for the releases of RoJd and Will¬
iamson. He had not tho writ in posses¬
sion, and for a few minutes there was
somo lively traveling back and forth
between the city building, the jail, and
the mayor's office In tho meanwhile
Chief Morris got, out a new warrant "on
information," charging Redd and Will¬
iamson with the murder of Mr. Massie.
Finally the writ of habeas corpus was

Borvcd and tho prisoners taken before
Judge Robertson, sitting in the clerk's
otlice. Commonwealth's Attorney Smith
and OX-Senator Uibb appeared tor tho
commonwealth. Formalities wore
waived, and, as tho men bad been ar¬
rested without a warrant, they were re¬
leased and Immediately roarrcstcd
under the new warrants.

Mr. Randolph moved that the prison¬
ers be admitted to bail, and broughtforward witnesses to prove alibis for his
clients. Previously, however, Chief
Morris was examined and stated that
the warrant was issued on information
obtained at the inquest, and that he had
no other knowledge implicating tbo
prisoners.

Mr. Randolph mado objections to tho
fact, that ho had been excluded from the
inquest, and Mr. Smith gave the retort
courteous that he bad endeavored in
vain to have Mr. Randolph Admitted.

J. S. Gravatt butcher, andJ. M. Prim,
huckster, both white testified separatelythat they were in Williamson's restuar-
ant between 0:30 and 0:45 Monday nightand that bo was there, that he mado
mention of money having been paid
over for somo property that dayiWilliamson's cook, a «tont colored
woman.named Fanny Morgan swore that
Williamson was in the whole evening,
that about 7 o'clock ho complained of a
boachacho and lay down on a mattress
behind I under] tho counter until 10
o'clock, and that tho place was ciosed
at ten.

Will Eddy, a sleepy-looking colored
boy, stated that, he was in Williamson's
from 5 till 10 sitting near a red-hot
stove and didn't go to sleep, and that
Willlamson was in there all tho time.

For Redd, d. R. Francis, W. K. Dwyer,J. 15. Molntiro, Rob Craddock, W. C.
Heth, II. E. Ratley and .1. Ash wero
called, but only tho latter two wero
present. Ratley, who is the head of a
snack house on Railroad avenue, of
which Redd seems to be the silent part¬
ner, tfworo that hb was with Redd
around tho city and in tho two snack
houses from f> o'clock until after a. Ho
also gave testimony as to Redd's finan¬
cial solidity and tho success of his res¬
taurant.

J. Ash, Redd's clerk, gavo alibi testi¬
mony covering Redd's presence before
and i.ftcr the time of the assault.
At this point Mr. Randolph made re¬

newed demands for the prcsonoo of tho
coroner's witnesses, hut tho Inquest was
still In session and many ot tho witnesses
0 mid not then bo reached. After a
more or less informal disOUSSion of
points Judge Robertson adjourned the
hearing until Monday at 10 o'clock, at jwhich time (he coroner's w itnesses will
be examined and the question of bail
decided. Tho prisoners were then re¬
manded to jail.

WILLIAMSON'S AIAUI.

Was lie Lying tin Iii« Pallet I'rom 7
o'Clock lintII lO?

Tho testimony of Fannlo Morgan,
Williamson's oowk, in the bail proceed¬
ings, was tho backbone of bis alibi.
Sho sworn she could seo all over the
sn iok-h,m>je from tho cook stovo in the
L; that at about 7 o'clock he complained
of a headaeho and lay down on a pallet
behind tho counter, where ho remained
until 10, under her observation as shohad como forward and taken his placebehind the counter.
A Times reporter visited the place in

company with Sergeant Jones. It is a
dingy, slovenly-looking, disease-breed¬ing sort of a one-story shanty at the
northwest corner of Kelson street and
Salem avenue from the angle formed, bythe two sides of which sullenly swings
a sign hearing the legend that it. 11.Williamson keeps a restaurant and fur¬
nishes lunches.
The low ceiling and walls on the inside

of tho structure are unplaPtcrod and
unpaintcd, and around them cobwebs
and dirt contest place with articles
cooked and sold in the place.The rooms, or rather room, is I,-shaped,in tho western extremity of which is
situated tho cook-stove, and in the
southern end is the door leading out on
Salem avenue.

Parallel with Nelson Btreet runs the
counter. That portion of tho L on
which the counter and its necessarylee-way abut is partitioned olf with
pieces of boxing, in which is but ono
hole througli which to look from tho L.No ono but the Morgan woman can
say that Williamson lay on that palletfrom 7 till 10. Tho pallet is invisible,
except from behind the counter. Wil¬
liamson may have been there or he maynot. He might as well have been shut
up in a safe so far as public observation
would bear evidence.

AT THE EXCHANGE.

Meetings of the Citizen* and the Real K>-
tuto Exchange.

CraDO hung on the door of tho Real
Estate Eexchango yesterday, and folds
of crapo encircled the walls of the room.
Thomas Q. Massie, an honored and

respected member, was dead, the victim
of brutal murderers and robbers. The
citizens of tho city and the inembers of
tho Exchange wero assembling to ex¬

press their indignation, and to take
active steps to apprehend tho porpotra-
tors of tho doed thiC caused tho death of
a follow-oitizon and a fellow-member.
Tho eitizous hold a mooting first and

many of Roanoke's prominent men of
affairs wero present. Mayor Evans pre¬
sided and briefly but tersely stated tho
object of the meeting.

Every eye could read in tho mayor's
expression a determination to lead in
the movement to unearth the mystery
that seems to surround this terrible
crime, as ho asked tho citizens to sup¬
port the authorities In their beat efforts.
There were no violent outbursts of in¬

dignation, but from the strong remarksof several gentlemen and tho generaltenor of tho meeting it was very evident
that the citizens wero determined that
the murderers of Mr. Massie shall be
overtaken by justice.

It was found that the subscription Iis*,
footed ii)) over a thousand dollars and
it was decided that including what the
Heal Estate Exchange would give and
the reward ottered by the mayor that
tho total amount should he at least
8^,000. It was also decided to place all '

the money raised with the amount joffered by the mayor in a common fund.
Mayor Evans and Councilman Trout
wero appointed on a committee to take
charge of the fund and uso it as theydoom best for ferreting out the crime.

It is probable that part of the moneywill be offered as a reward and tho re¬
mainder used to pay the expenses of
detectives, who will be employed to
work up the case.

Ii. L. Powell, Colonel S. S. Brooke
and Rev. Ur. O. F. bTlppo wero ap¬pointed a committee to draw up resolu¬
tions on tho death of Mr. Massie.
Immediately after the adjournmentoftho citizens' meeting the Real Estate

Exchange ussomblcd according to the
call ordered by President Hookaday.In this.a< in thoothor moeting.o* Idcnces
of suppressed indignation wero veryupparent and many members of the
exchange urged tho importance of
speedy and thorough action in this
matter, end the meeting was unani¬
mously of the opinion that tho exchangeshould liberally add to the amount
that had already been subscribed.
On motion of Mr. WingüeM it was

unanimously decided that the exchangepledgo 8500. Of this 8250 was sub¬
scribed by the members prosont, and
Messrs. Maupin and London voluntored
to sco tho members who had not sub¬
